As we have recently spoken of 
this performance, we need not enter into any particular criticism, suf- 
ficient to remark that Pasta, in the heroine, displayed the most con- 
summate skill, depicting with perfect truth the varied emotions and 
passions with which the bosom of 4nna is torn; her performance was 
frequently interrupted by bursts of applause, and had the still more 
wonderful effect of occasionally hushing into breathless silence the chat- 
tering and coquetting which is always going on in those fastnesses 
of aristocratic flirtation, opera boxes. Pasta was well supported by 
Roubini and Lablache. At the end of the opera, ‘God save the King’ 
was sung by the whole corps operatique, after which Laporte came 
forward and thanked his patrons for the kind support they had given 
him, regretted that he was compelled to resign the management, took 
some credit to himself for having produced all the first-rate talent of 
‘Europe, and concluded with hoping that, as Director of the French 
Theatre, he might continue to meet with public patronage. His speech 
was received with applause. A Mr. Mason, we hear, has taken the 
Theatre at an advanced rental of £2000. 
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The professional relique of the late Mr. Elliston, are about to be 
brought to the hammer : they include his private Theatrical wardrobe, 
and all his most prized ornaments ; his favorite bust of the Bard of 
Avon, and Harlowe’s eacellent picture of the deceased. The sale 
also includes an item which savours strongly of poor Elliston’s taste as 
a bon vivant ; 200 doz of fine old wine!
